6. In the case of pilots whose services have been requisitioned 
for any movement but not utilised after the pilothas-Tioarded 
a vessel, fees at Rs. 600 shall be levied. However, ■ these 
fees shall not be levied in cases of (a) cancellations received 
two hours before the pilot boarded the vessel and (b) can¬ 
cellations of movement caused under exceptional circum¬ 
stances for reasons that could not be attributed to the 
vessel’s fault.
